Soybean Variety 94M50 



Variety 94M50 evolved from a cross made in the spring of 1999 in Puerto Rico with the 
following parentage: 

XB46L99/T00593H117 

XB46L99 = CX469C/9451 
T00593H117 = S4260/9492* 

*9492 Is a commercial line with the Roundup Ready (40-3-2) gene 

Variety 94M50 is an F3-derived line which was advanced to the F3 generation by 
modified single-seed descent. The F3 progeny row of 94M50 was grown in a plant row 
in Illinois in 2000. The line was grown in an additional season of yield trial testing in the 
winter of 2000/2001 in Argentina. Subsequently, 94M50 has undergone four years of 
extensive testing and purification and has been observed by the breeder to be uniform 
and stable for all plant traits from generation to generation, with no evidence of variants. 
On the basis of yield, Phytophthora resistance, soybean cyst nematode Race 3 
resistance, and resistance to Roundup branded herbicides, variety 94M50 was 
assigned a commercial number. 

The purification block was grown during the summer of 2002 in Illinois and 48 sublines 
were harvested. An approximately half (1/2) acre increase was grown in Argentina in 
the winter of 2002/03. Twenty-four (24) acres of parent seedstock (foundation seed 
equivalent) were grown in 2003 and approximately 535 acres of seedstock and 
production seed were grown in the summer of 2004.
